SURVIVOR’S NATIONAIIrr 


ASHING TON, Dec. 27. — The 
sinking of the Japanese steam- 
ship Yasaka Maru will be 
made the subject of diplomatic nego- 
tiations by the United States if it is 
established that an American citizen 
was on board when, as described in 
official advices received today, a sub- 
marine of unknown na‘ionality tor- 
pedoed the vessel without warning. 
This became known tonight after the 
State Department had officially an- 
nounced that it had no record of an 
American passport having been grant- 
ed to W. J. Leigh, a survivor of the 
disaster who has been called in con- 
sular and press dispatches an Amer- 
ican citizen. 

Should it develop that Leigh ac- 
tually is an American citizen, the 
State Department will feel justified in 
addressing inquiries to Germany, Aus- 
tria-efungaryv and Turkey in an effort 
to establish the nationality ef the sub- 
marine. It is considered practically 
certain, however, tnat the craft was 
Austrian, as it is said in Teuton 
quarters here that there were no Ger- 
man or Turkisn submarines operating 
in the Mediterranear near where the 
Yasaka Maru was attacked. 


DEPARTMENT ANXIOUS.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—Seago-

WILSON CLASHES 
WITH CONGRESS. 


Is Determined to Cover up 
Democratic Inefficiency. 


Believes Ship Purchase Bill a 
Panacea for All Ills. |

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Dec. 27.—Because of Presi- 
dent Wuson's insistence upon the en- 
actment of the government ship- 
purchase bill, the entire programme 
before Congress, including the na- 
tional-defense plans, probably will be 
delayed for five months. : 


Moreover, as 4 result of the admin- 
istration’s demands that the ship- 
purchase bill be passed, the financial 
programme of the government for 
meeting the deficit and taxing care 
of increased defenses has been im- 
measurably complicated. 

Secretary McAdoo of the Treasury 
Department is back of the acminis- 
tration’s insistence upon the enact- 
ment of the ship-purchase bill. He 
is regarded as the father of the proj- 
ect and is determined to put it 
through, despite the almost united 
opposition of the Republicans and a 
large percentage of the Democrats. 

While the scheme for the adoption 
of a cloture rule in the Senate to cut 
off debate has been abandoned, the 
only effect has been to cause a delay 
to the entire legislative ogramme 
for the present session of Congress. 
The opposition will not yield. If nec- 
essary, the fight will ve continued un- 
til the end of the session in the Sen- 
ate and in the House. Meanwhile, all 
other business, including national de- 
fense, will be delayea. 

BILL NOT WANTED. 

Ship owners say that the purchase 
of ships by the government will not 
solve the freight problem. Every 
large ship yard in the country has 
more orders than it can handle. 
Even though the expenditure of $590,- 
000,000 for ships were made, the ship- 
pers say that it would mean an actual 
delay in the establishment of a real 
American merchant marine because 
they would have to compete with the 
government. 

The cost of operating some Amer- 
ican ships is $1200 a month higher 
than the operating cost of foreign 
ships. This is due to the American 
laws which require higher wages to 
American seamen and better living 
conditions for them, as well as addi- 
tional employees. Even with this ex- 
tra cost Americans are now able to 
compete because of the great demand 
for snips to carry war supplies and 
because European ships are being used 
in suen large numbers for war pur- 
poses. But, once the war is over, 
American ship owners say that Amer- 
ican shipping cannot survive, espe- 
elally if private owners must com- 
pete with their own government's 
ships as well as foreign ships. 

THE REPUBLICAN WAY. 

Republican members of the Senate 
are preparing to advocate the adoption 
of the tariff remedy which proved 80 
effective in the early days of the re- 
public, when a large merchant marine 
was built up solely as a result of a 
tariff law tnat provided a differential 
duty of 10 per-cent. in favor of goods 
shipped in american bottoms. 

In no other way, they say, can the 
difference in wages and the cost of 
operating American and foreign ships 
be offset. 

The administration, however, be- 
lieved that the only thing that is nec- 
essary is to afford the temporary re- 
lief that is expected from the pur- 
chase of $50,000,000 worth of ships. 
The administration is overiooking the 
ultimate harm that may be done to 
American shippers by the adoption of 
such an expedient. . 

Moreover, while Secretary McAdoo, 
in his annual report, made much of 
the fact that the American people 
have been compelled under the Demo- 
eratic administration to pay for the 
construction of the Panama Canal 
out of current revenues, the financial 
juggling programme includes the is- 
suance of $50,000,000 of the remain- 
ing Panama Caual bonds to pay for 
the purchase ot snips. This is an 
example of the way the Democrats 
have been trying to “beat the devil 
about the bush.“ 

INCONSISTENCIES. 


The Democratic party has com- 
mitted itself in all its platforms 
against ship subsidies. Yet it is now 
proposed to grant a $50,000,000 sub- 
sidy to ships which the government 
itself proposes to operate temporarily. 
The Democratic parte has taken the 
position in its platform tant a protec- 
tive tariff is unconsututional: that 
despite the higher wages and higher 
operating costs that prevail in the 
United States no protection is needed 
for industry. Better living conditions 
here insured the child labor and 
workmen's compensation laws, as 
well as strict factory inspection. The 
Democratic party, however, holds that 
a protective tariff is not needed. Yet 
the party is suggesting an anti- 
dumping law. which is merely another 
name for protection, bus which is more 
complicated and is a punitive meas- 


ure.

that the Pomona and Redlands dis- 
trictse should keep pushing anead, 
end that the Whittier district should 
show inerease from kilo- 
watt hours to 10,000,v00 by 1923. and 
Long Beach from 6,500,000 to 12,500,- | 
600 kilowatt hours. 

Mr. Kennedy finds the largest pros- 
pective demand in the Santa Ana dis- 
trict, where the cutting up of the 
big ranches into small farms should 
increase the demand by 1923 from 
12,000,000 to 27,000,000 kilowatt 
hours. 

At present. the Edison districts out- 
side of Los Angeles with a popula- 
tion of 280,000 persons show a per 
capita return to the Edison company 
of $8.84 a year. with the Venice dis- 
trict In first place, with a per capita 
return of $13.22, and Pasadena at the 
foot of the list, witn a per capita 
return of $4.80

Gen. Carranza 
has issued an edict threatening im- 
prisonment tu any citizen who does 
not aid foreigners, especially Amer- 
icans. 
STRICT PROHIBITION. 


“Tn addition, he has succeeded in 
creating the strictest prohibition in 
eighteen of the twenty-seven States 
and, as he acquires control, another 
State goes under the ban. Sonora is 
dryer than Arizona. and throughout 
our trip in that State we did not see 
a drunken Mexican. it is almost a 
miracle. 

“When the prohibition edict first 
became a lav, the Mexicans having 
liquor in their possession were the 
only ones to suffer. Their stock was 
confiscated and poured into the 
streets. All foreign saloon-keepers 
were given fifteen days in which to 
dispose of their liquor. The breweries 
were allowed a much longer time. In

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‘The new plan adopted by the Dis- 
trict Court of Appeals with reference 
to the examination of applicants for 
admission to the bar was tried out yes- 
terday, and three young men—Floyd 
M. Hinshaw, Edward Fortune and 
Leroy V. Shafer—passed the test and 
will be accorded the usual diplomas.

The sale of the property will be

When 
the decree signed by Judge Myers has 
been recorded, Col. Holabird’s bonds

It is understood that the Southern

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esterday’s judicial act writes the 
chapter in the complicated and 
mahy-angied litigation following the 
appointment of a receiver for the 
company. It was the biggest law suit 
ever held in the California courts. 
The irrigation system involved is the 
largest in the country, covering a ter- 
ritorial area in California and Mexico 
of more than 700,000 acres. 
When Col. Holabird took over the 
system it seemed hopelessly bank- 
rupt. He has stated that there was 
not a dollar in the cash drawer and 
not a postage stamp to mail a letter.

The latter's decision | 
gave the claims of the New Liverpool 
Salt Company precedence over those 
of the Southern Pacific in the Califor-

Col. Holabird took charge of the 
properties as receiver December 13, 
1909, in a suit to foreclose a mort- 
guce of $477,000 brought by the Title 
Insurance and Trust Company, as 
trustee. Judge Bordwell, in a decree 
rendered January 4, 1913, made the 
mortgage bonds the first Hen upon 
the property. The Supreme Court's 
Aecision also gave the receiver's cer- 
tificates in the sum of $315,000, with 
interest at 7 per cent., an equal rank 
with the bonds. 

The decree will probably be entered 
today, and Col. Holabird’s advertise- 
ment of the sale will follow. The 
sale will take pace probably within 
thirty days. The Southern Pacific 
will turn it over to Imperial Irriga- 
tton Company No. 1 in exchange for 
bonds of the district.

PAIN’S NEU PREMIER, 

Count Alvara Romanones, the new 
Liberal Premier of Spain, succeeding the 
Conservative, Senor Eduardo Dato, whose 
government has just been defeated, comes 
into power as a neutral with amiabie 
leanings towards the allies. Indeed, it was 
largely the dissensions over the proper 
maintenance of neutrality that brought 
about the downfall of the Conservative 
party, whose neutrality was markedly pro. 
German. 

Neutrality in Spain declines to be coldly 
impartial. There are only two kinds: That 
friendly to the Germans and that friendly 
to the allies.

Count Romanones, the new Premier. 1s 
vigorously against any active intervention 
of Spain in the war and is fully alive to 
the advantages that his country (the one 
important power of Europe outside of the 
fracas,) enjoys by remaining neutral. He 
has always been a Liberal, to which side 
the King, who has no politics officially, is 
known to have considerable leanings. He 
has always been in marked sympathy with 
the economic and industrial legislation for 
the improvement of democratic working 
conditions, which the Liberal party stands 
for. Count Romanones has been active 
throughout his political life as a social 
economist and has been responsible for 
alleviating the conditions of the working 
classes to a considerable extent. 


In appearance the Count is not tmposing. 
Of medium height, he walks with a slic 
limp. and his face is thin and wrinkled 
But he has the strong patrician nose and 
a piercing, disconcerting gaze. The writer 
met him in London on the occasion of the 
youne Kine Alfonso’s visit to ratify hie 
engagement to Princess Ena of Battenberg. 
the Count always having been a close 
friend of the young Kine. But his rather 
forbidding appearance changes remarka' 
when he talks and his face lights up with 
almost startling vivacity and kindliness. 
Like the King he drives a four-in-hand 
with superb skill and horses are his pet 
hobby, his stables being among the fa- 
mous ones of Europe 

In spite of bie limp, he is a keen sports 
man and a great patron of athletics. His 
for football, polo,

golf and the cinder 


which naturally makes him a highly popu- 
lar Premier. 

He and his brother, the Duke of Tovar, 
come of a very ancient family, which for 
hundreds of years has owned the country 
around Malaga, and they are financially 
interested in considerable mining, tobacco 
and shipping industries. The two brothers 
were responsible for fostering the Boy 
Scout movement tn Spain which is said to 
number 20,000 recruits in Madrid alone. 

Politically, the new Premier is chiefly 
noted for his decentralization policy which 
gave the provinces and cities a greater 
measure of selt-government, so that he is 
reckoned among Spain’s most enlightened 
and progressive statesmen A patrician, 
a shrewd business man, a sportsman, and 
a statesman with a long record, the Spanish 
papers are welcoming him as the beau 
ideal of what a Premier should de But 
particularly is he relied upon to reverse the 
pro-German neutrality of Spain and pro 
mote, with the country’s best efforts, the 
restoration of peace. | 


ISLOYAL CITIZENS. 

A writer in the New York Globe takes 
exception to the President's remark th 
“There are naturalized citizens who have 
poured the poison of disloyalty into the 
very arteries of our national lite 
debasing our politics to the uses of foreign 
intrigue,” and points out that in the actual 


cases known the evidence is clearly in 


favor of the naturalized citizen. 


He cites each indtvidual case to show 
that the enemies of the country had never 
taken the oath of allegiance, but were 
either citizens of Germany, Austria or na- 
tive Americans in every case but one. 

The Buenz case involved four citizens of 
Germany; the Fay case five citizens o 
Germany and one native American. The 
Goricar case involved six German and Aus 
trian diplomats and consuls. two Austrian 
citizens and two native Americans. The 
Rintelen case Involved two citizens of Ger 
many and one supposed Englishman: the 
San Francisco case, two German consular 
officers, two native Americans and one 
naturalized citizen. The grand total ts 
twenty-five German citizens, ten native 
Americans and one naturalized citizen. 


This is a view that is interesting and 
just. Alien citizens have often declared 
that they felt the oath of allegiance so 
solemn and awe-inspiring that it was well 
calculated to make them more faithful 
and loyal than the native American who 
bad never been called upon to search his 
soul. “I am a citizen by adult choice and 
matured judgment, while you are a citizen 
by aceident of birth” is a sentiment to 
which many a naturalized citizen 
reasonably subscribe.

Assuming—and it Is an assumption mere 
ly—that the war ends with territories held 
as they are held now by the nations en- 
gaged, we behold all of Belgium and the 
richest industrial provinces of France in the 
grasp of Germany. Upon England and upon 
the remainder of France must lie a burden 
of debt almost intolerable—surely intoler- 
able to those invaluable middle classes on 
whose slender incomes the taxes incident to 
national debts must fal] most heavily. Here 
are many thousands of tradesmen, small in- 
vestors, humble landowners, who, with in- 
comes of $500 to $800, find themselves sad- 
dled with burdens of taxation which render 
their most indefatigable efforts abortive. 
Their patriotism might withstand the drain 
under ordinary conditions. But they con- 
front taxation on incomes that are more 
nominal than real: they possess businesses 
which are mere ruins of their former mod- 
est prosperities. 

- With them in misfortune are the thou- 
sands of others whose ruin has been com- 
plete—earners whose resources have totally 
disappeared by reason of vanishment of op 
portunity for the exercise of their talents or 
peculiar skill; for what ts left, let us say, of 
France, cannot afford those people a market 
equal to their numbers. And, in addition to 
all these, are the masses of men without a 
country—the Belgians to whom any exile 
must be ferable to return and domicilia- 
tion under the rule of the hated conquerors.

PENDENCE OF THE CHINESE 
RULE, 


(BY CABIA.} 

PEKING. Dec. 27.—The revolution- 
ists in Yunnan declare that they are 
maintaining a republic and that they 
government in 
China. President Yuan Shi Kal has 
asked the French Minister to isolate 
the revolutionists by severing railroad, 
telegraph and mail service from Fun- 
nan-Fu to the sea. He also sought 
permission to send troops to Yunnan 
by the French railway. His requests 
were referred to the Paris govern- 
ment. 

The Foreign Office tasued a state- 
ment today saying that the revolu- 
tlonists were acting on the mistaken 
belief that President Yuan Shi Kal 
had promised the Triple Entente pow- 
ers special) privileges if the change 
from a republic to a monarchy in 
China was not opposed by them 

The statement authorizes the 
entente powers to make declaration 
that they have not tnterfered in Chi- 
nese internal affairs and never de- 
manded special privileges’ The state- 
ment also says that the province of 
Yunnan will be easily pacified.

The Casa Blanca 
ranch, containing 257 acres, has thirty 
acres set to fruit trees, fifteen to ap- 
ples. The oldest trees are twenty-nine 
years old, three acres of young trees 
and eight acres of the older trees 
having been regrafted. 
Wen the apple crop of 1914 was 
picked it was found that 60 per cent. 
of it was wormy. no great care hav- 
ing been given the trees. J. B. Hund- 
ley, the horticultural inspector of the 
valley, made an investigation and 
found the trees were infested with 
red spider, wooly aphis and 
coddling moth. 1 
Under the direction of Mr. Hundley 
the manager of the ranch, L. A. At- 
wood began to spray the trees. One 
dormant spray was given and four 
sprays during the growing season for 
the coddling moth. These sprays got 
both first and second broods of the 
moth. In this way the moth was ex- 
terminated and when the apple crop 
was picked this year only 2 per cent. 
of it was found to be wormy, the mil- 
dew, red spider and wooly aphis hav- 
ine heen exterminated by the dormant 


spray. 

Mr. Hundley says that the success 
was due to careful spraying, spraying 
at the proper time, use of whale oil 
soap with arsenate of lead. and in- 
spection every ten days.
